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Continuation of 10. Other: Examiner acknowledges applicant's remarks, however, they were not persuasive. Applicant argues that the 
examiner has not established a "prima facie" case for obviousnes. However, the examiner would like applicant to view each reference 
more closely. Dhuse et al. t in column 2, lines 15-23 teach the correction of variation in photosensor/pixel output by the elimination of 
noise. Shinotsuka et al. also teach, as disclosed in the Abstract and column 2, lines 33-40, suppressing the variation of pixel output by 
the elimination of noise. Thus, they both solve the same problem and each photosensor is based/derived from MOS technology. 
Therefore, the references are reasonably pertinent to the particular problem in which the applicant was concerned. Finally, this supports 
the examiner's initial examination burden, as defined in MPEP 706.02, "to provide some suggestion of the desirability of doing what the 
inventor has done".. 
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
